BOSTON, July 29.

A URAND PROJKCT. 


A Dig Wood and Lumber Flnming Enterprise. 


The Lyon county Times of last Sat- 


urday gives the following account of 
a new flaming project: 


Diagrams showing the proposed 


lines of Hobart, Mvrlett* & Co.'* 
new flume have been filed iu Storey, 
Wasboe and Lyon counties. The in- 
itial point of the new flume will be 
nt Like View, nsar Washoe Like, at 
tho present terminus of the com- 
pany's flumei from the Sierra Ne- 
vada mountains to Lake View, which 
taps a body of over (iO.OOO acres of 
timber land owned by the flume com 
pany. From that point the new flame 
will rnn south »ome distance and 
cross the North Carson Mining Co 's 
ground at right angles. About two 
mites north of the North Carson 
claim there will be a wire railroad • 
mile and a half in length, operated 
by a stationary engine. The railroad 
will be on an inclined piano, the 
grade of which will be about 75U feet 
to the mile. All the wood, lumber 
and timber required in Gold Hill 
and Virginia will be carried over 
this railroad to the initial point of a 
flume, beginning at the end of the 
railroad and tnnniog to Virginia, 
the water required being supplied by 
the Virginia and Gold Hill Water 
Company. 


The terminal point of the main 


flame, however, will be in this city, 
directly in front of the Kossuth Com- 
pany's hoisting work". In order to 
reach this point the flame, leavinn 
the wire railway to the north, will 
hare a general northeasterly course 
to the Mound House, where it will 
cross the Virginia and Trnckee Rail- 
road track about a quarter of a mile 
to the north, and pass about half a 
mile north of the New York House. 


It is the intention of the company 


to supply all the wood and timber 
used on and about the Comstock 
through these flames. The company 
will sell at wholesale only, so that 
the retail trade will not be interfered 
with. The whole will be onder the 
management of Captain Overton, Su- 
perintendent of the Virginia and 
Gold Hill Water Company. 


This flume will probably lessen 


the cost of wo d, lumber and timber, 
as the heavy freight rates now paid 
over the Virginia and Trnckee Rail- 
road from Lake View will be econo- 
mized, and the expense of handling 
at Lake View will be entirely done 
away with.
